HE Convention at Wifni is broke up, in 

which there were feveral Debates, par- 

ticularly about the Meffage of General 

Steinbock, : requiring the Waywodfhips 

of Polith Ruifia, to declare themfelves 
in favour of the King of Sweden ; The Nobility 
protefted againft all Compliance with this Meffage, 
and fome Deputies are fent to our King to defire 
him to keep up a good underftanding between him- 
felf and the Republick, and endeavour to come to 
a Treaty with the King of Sweden, that the Coun- 
try may be freed from this burthenfome War. De- 
puties are likewife fent to General Steinbock and the 
Crown General ; the latter of them being prefs’d by 
_ the Waywodfhip of Volhinia, to take fome care to 
fupprefs the Coffacks, anfwer’d them that he had 
Employment enough to preferve his own Eftate. 
The fame Waywodhhip has written to the Cardinal 
Primate on that Subject, but to no purpofe. They 
write from Brod, that the Parties of thefe revolted 
Coffacks ravage the Country in a terrible manner, 
and Butcher all the People that fall into their Hands. 

Warfaw, Jan.27. The Lithuanian General Sapie- 
ha, is atriv’d here. The Swedith General Steinbock 
has promis’d the Nobility of Polith Ruffia to Protect 
them from the Coffacks ; The Mufcovites urge the 
Republick to come to a final Determination, whe- 
ther they will join with the Czar, or fide with the 
Swedes. The Lithvanians appear willing to take 
Part with the Mufcovites and Affift the Saxons, but 
what the reft will do is altogether uncertain. The 
King of Pruifia refufes to let the King of Poland 
have fome Cannon out of Memel, that was depo- 
fired in his Hands by the Republick, alledging he 
mutt firft have the Republick’s Confent ; and has re- 
call’d his Refident in this City. 

Dantzick, Jan. 31. The Poft that came in to Day 
from Thorn, brings advice that the King of Poland 
was to leave that Place as Yefterday, and be at Ma- 
rienbourg to Day. They write from Warfaw, that 
the Waywod of Volhinia who was kept Prifoner by 
General Steinbock, is fet at liberty at the requeft of 
the Cardinal Primate to the King of Sweden. 

Thorn, Feb.2. The Swedifh Generals are very 
urgent with the Cardinal Primate, to prevail with 
him to declare for their King ; but he has anfwer’d 
them that it is not in his Power to comply with 
them ; bur that he will acquaint the Republick 
with their Propofals in the Senate he has call’d to 
meet at Warfaw on the 15th of this Month, upon 
which our King has iffued oat the Univerfalia to 
fummons the Senators to attend his Majefty, to con- 
fult about the Security of the Republick. General 
Sapicha and fome Swedifh Officers that are in- War- 
faw have a Guard of 400 Swedes and fome Lithua- 
nians to wait on them. 

Thorn Feb. 2. The Swedith Troops commanded by 
Lieutenant General Renfchild are quartered in the 
Villages about Warfaw. On Sunday laft, Part of 
the King’s Equipage went towards Marienbourg ; 


whither his Majefty will be going to Day orto 
Morrow, The King of Sweden is about Lublin ; 
The French Envoy Monfieur de Bennac gave an 
Entertainment lately to the Cardinal Primate, and 
the Sapiehas. 

From the Amfterdam Courant dated Feb, 15. 

Warfaw, Jan. 26. Yefterday the General of Li- 
thuania came hither, and immediately made a Vi- 
fit to the Cardinal Primate ; ’tis faid that General has 
no Inclinations to Peace. The Swedith General 
Rohtfchild, has likewife had a private Conference 
with the Cardinal, and is fince gone to the King his 
Mafter, who is near Lublin, and has given Audi- 
ence to the Deputies of that Palatinate. The Cardi- 
nal has fent Letters to the Senators defiring them to 
appear at the Congrefs, which is appointed to be 
held here, The Treafurer of Lithuania, and the 
Heer Wachflager the Swedith Refident hold frequent 
conferences with his Eminency. The Swedes pay 
for what they demand in this Ciry, but in the Coun- 
try about us they live upon the People. 

Thorn, Jan. 29. We have a Garrifon of 1500 Men 
in this City, befidesa Regiment of Horfe that is 
quarter’'d in the Suburbs. The King has promis’d 
that our Privileges fhall not be violated, and ’tis faid 
the Garrifon is to take an Oath of Fidelity to the 
City, The Swedes are come within 7. Miles of 
us,

Venice, Feb. 3. We have received the following

General Herbeville is 
ordetr’d to fecure the Frontiers of Bohemia betwixt 
Eger and Pilfen, with the Saxons, and afterwards to 
move towards the Danube.
